The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
is applying to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for au- 
thorization to acquire control of 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad through purchase of a 
majority of the latter’s capital 
stock, it announced yesterday. 

Seeking entry into the Chicago 
traffic gateway, the Missouri 
Pacific tried to work out a mer- 
ger with the C. & E. I. last year, 
but the plan was dropped. 

Last month the Missouri Pa- 
cific announced that it had pur- 
chased 14 per cent of the capital 
stock and other securities of he 
C. & E. I. to protect its interests 
after learning that stocks and 
bonds were being offered to 
three other railroads. This pur- 
chase, which included 71,204 
shares of common stock, in- 
volved an investment of about 
$1,500,000. 

Shortly thereafter, the Mis- 
souri Pacific stated, it was in- 
formed that about 140,000 addi- 
tional shares of C. & E. I. stock 
could be assembled for its pur- 
chase, but declined the offer be- 
cause of the control question in- 
herent in an acquisition of this 
magnitude. 


Then the Missouri Pacific 
learned that the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad was taking 
steps to acquire this offering 
and intended to apply for au- 
thority to control the C. & E. | 
This led the Missouri Pacific to 
seek control itself, it explained. 


The L. & N last week an- 
nounced that it was buying more 
than 90,000 shares of C. & E. I. 
common stock and would seek 
authority to control the line. 

The Chicago-based C. & E. T 
is an 862-mile line operating in 
Illinois, Missouri and Indiana. 
It connects with the Missouri 
Pacific at St. Louis, East St. 
Louis and Thebes, Ill. 

D. B. Jenks, Missouri Pacific 
president, said the C. & E. I. 
lost almost $383,000 in the first 
seven months of 1961. He con- 
tended that mere negative oppo- 
sition to the L. & N.’s applica- 
tion would neither improve the 
financial condition of C. & E. I. 
nor put Missouri Pacific in posi-

Twelve persons were asked by 
the Board of Education yesterday 
to serve on an advisory com- 
mittee to the Ford Foundation- 
supported project designed to 
keep students from dropping out 
of high school. 

The project, called a School 
and Community Work-Related 
Program, started on an experi- 
mental basis last year. In July 
the Ford Foundation awarded a 
grant of $185,000 to continue the 
effort for another three years. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey and members 
of his staff held a_ luncheon 
meeting at Union Station with 
the 12 persons asked to serve on 
the advisory committee. 

Hickey and Robert L. Baker, 
director of the Division of Sec- 
ondary Education, said the pro- 
gram in St. Louis and seven 
other cities had direct relation- 
ship to urban problems caused 
by movement into cities of large 
numbers of poorly educated per- 
sons, often racial minority 
groups.

Tt was known that the most in-

As matters now stand, the 
United Nations is being admin- 
istered largely by two Ameri- 
cans, Andrew Cordier and Ralph 
Bunche, both under secretaries 
who had served in close consul- 
tation with Hammarskjold. As 
far as the technical operation of 
thé organization is concerned— 
including the U.N. operation in 
The Congo—this arrangement is 
reported to be working well. 
The Soviet Union most violent- 
ly opposes a United Nations run 
by two Americans, however, for 


obvious reasons. Also, such an! 


arrangement is unacceptable to 
a majority of the members of 
the United Nations, who are not 
partisans of tne Russians. Asian 
and African nations do not wish 
to see the organization complete- 
ly dominated by any great 
power. 

The question arises, then, how 
control of the secretariat is to 
be shifted with the ieast friction 
—and with the least damage to 
the interest of any nation or 
group of nations—from its pres- 
ent all-American set-up to some- 
thing acceptable to the majority 
of the nations. 

Soviet feelings are known to 
be running very high. One neu- 
tral diplomat today said he 
would not even be surprised if 
the Soviet Union would choose 
to walk out of the organization 
if some solution of this problem 
is not found rapidly. 

Some diplomats hope that to- 
morrow’s meeting between Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko might produce a sem- 
blance of a solution. American 
diplomats, however, are frankly 
skeptical. 

First African in Chair. 

Slim, in accepting the office 
of the Assembly presidency, 
noted that he was the first Af- 
rican to serve in that post.

The intent is to protect 
these lands from the construction 
of roads, parking areas, camp 
sites and other facilities for mass 
recreation found in many na- 
tional parks. Aim of the measure, 
in short, is not recreation, but 
preservation of a precious, irre- 
placeable national asset. 


IN THE VIEW of some wild- 
erness enthusiasts, there are two 
major flaws in the Senate meas- 
ure. One is an amendment en- 
abling the Federal Power Com- 
mission to license hydroelectric 
power projects in some wilder- 
ness areas. Senator Frank 
Church (Dem.), Idaho, one of

A “LAND BANK” in which 
this city deposits tracts for fu- 
ture industrial use is producing 
big dividends in the form of new 
plants, more jobs and increased 
tax revenue. 
| About 1000 acres of city- 
owned land have been ear- 
marked for possible sale to in- 
dustry and have been placed in 
this reserve. A non-profit cor- 
poration helps the city improve 
the land and dispose of it to 
buyers or tenants. Money 
derived from sale of municipal 
property goes into a revolving 
fund which finances acquisition 
and development of additional 
plant sites. 

The combination of land in the 
bank and a top-notch agency to 
market it has enabled Philadel- 
phia to attract new industries 
and to retain established firms 
that required room for expan- 
sion and were thinking of mov- 
ing out of the congested city. 

The Philadelphia Industrial 
Development Corp. — PIDC — is 


for their modernization to meet 
requirements of new users. 


MANY PHILADELPHIA ¢on- 
cerns with plants in the older 
industrial areas are severely 
hampered by congestion. They 
need more room, but are reluc- 
tant to give up their present 
sites close to labor and raw 
material sources, suppliers and 
shipping connections. Working 
with the city’s Redevelopment 
Authority, Parking Authority 
and Department of Streets, 
PIDC. helps these firms acquire 
contiguous land for plant ex- 
pansion, truck loading or em- 
ploye parking.

The Case of Taiwan 


The question of Peking’s admis- 
sion to the United Nations will be 
up again for consideration in some 
form within the next month or so. 
The Post-Dispatch notes, “it would 
be a curious twist of history if the 
United States by failing to press 
for ‘two Chinas’ when such a solu- 

“ tion was possible should be ulti- 
mately confronted by one China, 
represented by the Communists.” 

Though I am in agreement with 
the essence of these remarks I am 
doubtful that the “‘two Chinas’’ con- 
cept provides us with adequate de- 
fenses against the long range threat 
which the Chinese pose. 

For “two Chinas’’ would make 
disposition of Taiwan a purely Chi- 
nese affairs. ‘“Two Chinas’’ pre- 
supposes the desirability of contin- 
ued Chinese rule over an island 
which we have termed a ‘‘vital link 
in.our Pacific defenses.” 


‘It gives tacit approval to Chiang’s 
contention that Taiwan is but a 
province of what is now a power 
hostile to the United States. It de- 
nies us alliance with those who have 
the greatest reason to defend the 
independence of our “vital link” 
from Peiping’s control—the 8,000,- 
000 native Taiwanese. Finally, the 
“two China” concept is founded on 
the dangerous assumption that ideo- 
logical differences between two 
Chinese governments will forever 
suffice:to keep Taiwan independent 
of Communist China. 


The danger then, to our vital link, 
stems in large part from the pres- 
ence on Taiwan of a disillusioned, 
displaced, increasingly desperate 
and potentially dangerous Chinese 
minority. The future of Chinese 
youth there lies with Peking. 

To stem the growth of this sub 
versive threat to Taiwan before it 
is too late it will be necessary that 
we give vocal recognition and sup- 
port to Taiwan’s independence of 
China; that we declare our unwill- 
ingness to abide by any disposition 
of Taiwan which would undermine 
or destroy that independence, and 
that we make it known to the Tai- 
wanese that we recognize their right 
to a voice in the control of their 
nation commensurate with their ma- 
jority numbers. 

To the world we must make it 
clear that. our concern for Taiwan 
is the same rightful concern which 
we have for the continued indepen- 
dence of all other Asian states now 
threatened by China.

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Much to Negotiate 


Secretary of State Rusk is opening prelim- 
inary talks on Berlin at the U.N. this week 
without the full support of the Western alli- 
ance, but President Kennedy is right in giving 
him the assignment despite French opposition 
and West German skepticism. 

Apparently resisting negotiations to the 
last ditch, Gen. De Gaulle is said to have ad- 
vised the President that France will not par- 
ticipate in a conference under present circum- 
stances, and that all the West needs to do is 


“to warn the Soviets once more that it will 


fight to defend its rights in West Berlin. 

Another warning may indeed be in order, 
since every possible step should br. taken to 
prevent a Soviet: miscalculation. But to say 
that the West should stop there, and stand 
pat on the status quo, is to ignore the fact 
that Berlin is a dangerous friction point, as 
well as the fact that the West itself has a posi- 
tive imterest in reducing the dangers of a 
war being triggered there. 

Gen. De Gaulle may ignore these dangers if 
he wishes, but the United States, which would 
have to conduct that war if it occurred, can- 
not. It is better that Secretary Rusk should 
meet Foreign Minister Gromyko as the agent 
of Britain and the United States alone than 
that Western unity should be bought at the 
price of a wrong policy—and a refusal to ne- 
gotiate on Berlin, on Germany generally, or 
on central European security, would certainly, 
in our opinion, be wrong policy. 

Remembering that it was the French, as 
well as the Russians, who broke down the 
original concept of four-power control of post- 
war Germany, and so helped create the pres- 
ent situation, Secretary Rusk should decline 
to let them veto our policy now. While it is 
appropriate that he should seek assurances 
from Gromyko that something else than So- 
viet proposals will be negotiated, he should 
avoid being stiff-necked about trying to fix 
the terms of negotiation in detail. After all, 
Khrushchey in his original memorandum 
handed to President Kennedy in Vienna in- 
vited the West to submit its own proposals if 
it did not like those made by the Russians. 
That is what the West should be preparing 
to do. 

The suggestion of Canada’s Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker and others that the United Na- 
tions should be given a role in a Berlin settle- 
ment deserves serious consideration. So does 
the proposal by Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion that de facto recognition of East Germany 
might be exchanged for more reliable guaran- 
tees of Western access to and Western rights 
in Berlin. So does the suggestion that an ef- 
fort be made to broaden the terms of negoti- 
ation, to include the problems of central Euro- 
pean security in general; with the idea that 
some form of nuclear disarmament or other 
measures of disengagement might be worked 
out. 

As Walter Lippmann suggests in his column 
today, those who ask, *‘What is there to nego- 
tiate?”’ are not facing the problem squarely. 
There is much to negotiate; and it is critically 
important that a basis for negotiation should 
be laid down at the U.N. this week, whether 
De Gaulle and Adenauer like it or not. 


Two to the Mayor’s Cabinet 

St. Louis is well acquainted with the good 
record of Dr. J. Earl Smith, whom Mayor 
Tucker has reappointed as Director of Health 
and Hospitals. The city should become as 
well acquainted with the work of Chester E. 
Stovall. As new Director of Welfare, he is 
believed to be the first Negro in a major city 
cabinet post here. Mr. Stovall, the Mayor 
notes, “has done an excellent job on the 
Council of Human Relations.” 


The St. Louis Council of Human Relations 
has had only two and a half months to work 
under the new anti-discrimination ordinance, 
and undoubtedly has met some of its most 
difficult problems early. Yet the council has 
a record of accomplishment. Of 32 complaints, 
the council has settled 16 through conferences 
with proprietors who agreed to abide by the 
ordinance. Six complaints are still under dis- 
cussion. Attempts to resolve 10 others have 
failed and two have become the basis for 
court action. But the council’s ability to set- 
tle such matters without resort to law, as they 
should be settled, has been fully tested. Its 
batting average is at least .500. 

That is a cheering statistic, and Mr. Stovall’s 
work there and in other community welfare 
matters promises well for a new Director of 
Welfare. 


Senate Anticlimax 


The United States Senate has shelved the 
filibuster issue, and civil rights with it, prob- 
ably until 1963. Senators refused by 43 to 
37 to close off debate on proposed anti-fili- 
buster rules. Because this vote fell 17 short 
of the two-thirds majority required for any 
action at all, the Senate then tabled the issue. 

Nobody can be. surprised; the results are 
an anticlimax. The real decision had been 
made eight months before. On Jan. 11, Ma- 
jority Leader Mansfield led a move to refer 
the filibuster rules change to the Rules Com- 
mittee. The Montana Senator made it clear 
that President Kennedy did not want a pro- 
longed fight involving civil rights to delay 
action on his domestic program. The Ma- 
jority Leader promised that he would bring 
up the issue “‘at a later date.” 

The later date has proved much too late, 
as advocates of majority rule predicted last 
January. Under a 1957 ruling by former Vice 
President Nixon, the Senate may alter its 
rules by a simple majority only at the begin- 
ning of anew Congress. After that the rules 
stand, including Rule 22, requiring action by 
two thirds of those voting to shut off debate. 
Thus, when Senator Mansfield tried this week 
to apply the present rule to get a new one, a 
tired Senate moving toward adjournment and 
minus a number of its members had no taste 
for the issue. 

This means that liberal Senators probably 
will have to wait until a new Congréss meets 
in 1963 to tackle the issue again. It also 
means that serious civil rights legislation may 
have to wait until then, for meanwhile South- 
ern opponents need only a third of the Sen- 
ate votes to uphold their talkathons. 

Tuesday’s vote leaves only one slim civil 
rights accomplishment on the record of this 
Congress; all it did was to extend the life of 
the Civil Rights Commission. In view of both 
party platforms, this was the least Congress 
could do. In view of Mr. Kennedy’s campaign 
pledges, this was not enough to keep the 
rights issue out of the 1962 congressional 
campaign. For, Rule 22 leaves congressional 
candidates free to stand as civil rights cham- 


pions but fairly secure from being put to a 
test on the matter. The rule remains a stand- 
ing irony of popular government. 


The Philadelphia Story 

Philadelphia's enviable civic renaissance, 
described in a current series of staff articles 
in the Post-Dispatch, represents the happy 
results of a studied effort to make the city 
attractive, to make it useful and, above all, to 
make it livable. 

William Penn’s successors are tearing out 
slums, pouring new expressways, building new 
homes and apartments, just like everybody 
else. But in Philadelphia progress is dist‘n- 
guished by a decent respect for the worth- 
while edifices of the past and for such ameni- 
ties of urban living as the need for quiet 
green spaces in the midst of the city’s tur- 
moil. Progress is not the headache-ball turned 
loose on its own; the wreckers are under ra- 
tional control, with selection based on human 
needs its essential element. 

Philadelphia has a plan, and a good one. 
Professionals in the field acclaim it as the 
best city plan ever drawn. Over the next 
36 years Philadelphians anticipate spending 
some 3% billion dollars on their community; 
$25,000,000 annually will come from munici- 
pal borrowing via bond issues, with the re- 
mainder from state, federal and other public 
sources. It is anticipated the whole will stim- 
ulate another 9 billion in private investment. 

Planning in Philadelphia costs the commu- 
nity some $551,000 a year, and judging by the 
results to date it is as good as money in the 
bank. The Board of Estimate and the Board 
of Aldermen in St. Louis might consider the 
Philadelphia story the next time the City Plan 
Commission’s budget proposals come before 
them. St. Louis this year has earmarked 
$186,000 for this vital service. This is about 
25 cents for every St. Louisan and is up sub- 
stantially from the $135,315 budgeted a year 
ago, or only about 16 cents per capita. But 
it is still not on a par with Philadelphia’s ef- 
fort—27 cents per capita—or the obvious 
needs of a city with so extensive a redevelop- 
ment program as St. Louis. 

Philadelphia’s renaissance began with po- 
litical change in 1951 when it dislodged a 
long-entrenched spoils system and elected as 
Mayor Democrat Joseph Sill Clark, now Penn- 
sylvania’s senior United States Senator. He 
was succeeded by another champion of re- 
development, Richardson Dilworth. St. Louis 
has been graced with similarly first-rate po- 
litical leadership. Raymond. R. Tucker has 
been an ardent supporter of the planning prin- 
ciple and mindful of the need for top-flight 
professional advice in this field. The lessons 
of Philadelphia are not likely to be lost on him. 

We wish the same could be said for Super- 
visor McNary in booming St. Louis county, 
where the politicians and the speculators 
have closed ranks against the planners to the 
detriment of the whole community. The mag- 
nitude of the rebuilding effort in Philadelphia 
is a sign of what the county will face in the 
next few years unless its political leaders 
wake up to the need to conserve community 
resources, not waste them. 


HOPE Returns to Port 


The big white ship Hope, a floating hos- 
pital and medical school, returned to her 
home port of San Francisco recently. after 
almost a year’s voyage devoted to healing and 
good will in Southeast Asia. 

But the sponsor of the trip, People to 
People Health Foundation, is $800,000 in debt 
as a result of the undertaking. Such a suc- 
cessful effort by a private group in under- 
developed areas overseas should be supported 
and we send our hopes that the good ship 
Hope will make many more voyages to alle- 
viate suffering in the world. 


Staggering the Imagination 

Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, the blunt-speaking 
Air Force Chief of Staff, drew one of the 
grimmest pictures yet of potential war hor- 
rors in a speech to the American Legion con- 
vention at Denver. Much of what he said, 
although he may not have intended it to be, 
was a commentary on the senselessness of 
war. 

Gen. LeMay rejected the hopeful theory 
that Soviet Russia and the United States are 
approaching a nuclear stalemate, warning 
that, “ta stalemate can be exploded overnight 
by a breakthrough in weapons.” Stressing 
the need to be prepared in every military 
field, he asserted, ““You simply can’t lock on 
a strategy and a set of weapons and expect 
the other party to co-operate. A rigid strate- 
gy and unchanging weapons simplify an ag- 
gressor’s job.” 

Having thus covered limited and nuclear 
warfare as well as the various mixes of weap- 
ons, Gen. LeMay emphasized something that 
many scientists the world over have been 
pointing out for months. He said: “The field of 
space alcne offers the aggressor strategic 
possibilities that stagger the imagination.” 
There can be no doubt of that. Both the Sovi- 
et Union and the United States are working 
On space engines of war that will have a hide- 
ous potential. In time the costs of being pre- 
pared in space will be stupendous. And the 
risks of a war by mistake will increase. 

So long as there is no agreement of any 
kind nor any law governing outer space, the 
menace in this new area will grow. If the 
United Nations cannot find a way to reserve 
outer space for humanity’s benefit, it is -al- 
most certain to become a new cockpit for war. 


Illinois Special Session 

Gov. Kerner’s call for a special session of 
the Illinois Legislature Oct. 10 presumably is 
based on the belief that the state’s Republi- 
can and Democratic leaders by that time will 
have reached agreement on a congressional 
redistricting plan. Otherwise there would be 
little use in bringing up redistricting, since 
the regular session ended in stalemate on 
this question. 

As a result of the 1960 census Illinois must 
reduce the number of its congressional seats 
from 25 to 24, and if a plan cannot be agreed 
upon all candidates for Congress next year 
will have to run at large. In the regular 
session Democrats held out for what Repub- 
licans called 10 safe seats in Cook county. The 
Governor, a Democrat, has said nine such 
seats seemed reasonable. Republicans said 
Chicago Democrats were entitled to only eight 
and a fraction of Cook county congressmen. 

Reapportionment always presents a tough 


political problem; everybody cannot be satis- ' 


fied. But it is simpler than picking up the 
pieces after an at-large election, and doubt- 
less Illinois politicians are aware of this.

They cited dictionaries (which tend 
to give a wide choice), ancestors (some 
of them dating back to 1700) and a long 
list of notables, including Homer Croy, 
Champ Clark, Senator James A. Reed, 
Mark Twain, and Gov. Forrest Smith 
(though frequently disagreeing on how 
THEY said it). 

Ex-Missourians wanted it pronounced 
‘‘like they say back home”’ (usually 
Miss-00-ra or Mizz-oo-ra). Quite a few 
pointed to such other linguistic anom- 
alies as Illi-noy, Arkan-saw and Cin- 
cinna-ta. And somebody recalled that 
a few years back professor of pho- 
netics tried to get the State Legislature 
to pass a law. 

Pessimists, no doubt with floods and 
politics in mind, remembered that 
around the turn of the century it was 
punned that Missouri should be _pro- 
nounced “misery.” Several of Dreier’s 
correspondents buttressed their views 
with poetry. One declaimed: 


“Hiss the ‘s’ 
And rhyme with ‘jury,’ 
That’s the way 
To say Miss-oo-ree.” 
Another school of thought holds dif- 
ferently. Its supporters claim that you

Between Book Ends 


RELIGIOUS TELEVISION — WHAT 
TO DO AND HOW, by Everett C. 
Parker. (Harper, 244 pgs., $4.) 


This closely-written handbook is a 
professional job in a ‘‘vast wasteland” 
in which a handful of professionals are 
nearly overwhelmed by a locust swarm 
of amateurs not all of whom are well- 
meaning. The Rev. Dr. Parker has 
had 20 years’ éxperience in radio and 
television. 

He provides both a manual for 
the production of religious television 
programs and a discussion of the 
ethical responsibilities of the many 


- people who serve in this field. 


He says that religious television “has 
fallen victim to two peculiarly Ameri- 
can and Protestant beliefs that inevi- 
tably make it the handmaiden of insti- 
tutional objectives.

My own researches turned up no 
details on the work of such a com- 
mission.¢how long did it labor, what 
witnesses did it hear?), but I know 
all about that story in the July 1932 
issue of the Missouri Historical Re- 
view. This journal had James O. Broad- 
head of St. Louis recalling in 1876 that 
when he was a boy everybody said 
Mizz-oo-ra. 

In fact, in 1893 a play called “In 
Mizzoura”’ was produced in Chicago. 
Its author, Augustus Thomas, then told 
the Chicago Tribune that when he was 
a boy he had a teacher who came from 
Boston and made him say Miss-0o-ree, 
whereupon his father got wind of this 
eastern subversion and told the boy 
never, by gum, to say Miss-00-ree 
again 

This made the editor of the Kansas 
City Star furious. He thought the title 
of the Thomas play ‘suggestive of bar- 
barism.”’ Even the reminder that the 
famous Eugene Field often wrote the 
name of his native state ‘“‘Mizzoorah”’ 
did not calm him. 

We are now up to the year 1897, 
when the school board at Columbia 
entered the battle, bluntly directing its 
teachers to instruct Columbia boys and 
girls to make the Mizz-oo-ree version 
official in their. classrooms. Walter 
Williams, then editor of the Columbia 
Herald and subsequently president of

The Post-Dispatch, on the other hand, 
favored Mizz-oo-ra. “It suggests 
beauty and greatness,” the editor said, 
‘“‘Mizz-oo-ree is diminutive. It ends ig 
a piping squeak.” 

That brings us up to December 1932, 
when Prof. Allen Read of the Univere 
sity of Chicago, addressing the annual 
meeting of the Linguistic Society of 
America, noted that Missourians felt 
“hostility to the domination of the 
easterners’’ who wanted to make their 
s’s ‘‘sibilant.”” As for the ending the 
professor stated: “‘An actual count of 
heads would show, I believe, that the 
ending ‘ah’ has the decided majority, 
perhaps of two-thirds.” 

Along in 1938 came Gov, Lloyd C, 
Stark, who, spending a few days ig 
Washington, was questioned about the 
matter in the capital. He said Mizz 
oo-ruh was correct, if you didn’t pug 
too much “uh’”’ into it. 

I have one more witness, Mr. Chair 
man. In 1948, in ‘“‘The American Lam 
guage: Supplement Two,” H. L. Mencke 
en found that the ‘‘ee’’ had it over 
the ‘‘a’’ until the Civil War, when @ 
craze for elegance seized the nascent 
intelligentsia of the state with such 
fervor that the overwhelming majority 
adopted the ‘a’ ending.” But in the 
‘nineties, H.L.M. continued, “a new 
wave of pedagogues, chiefly, it woulg 
appear, from the East, launched @ 
counterattack in behalf of the ‘i’ ending 
and a bitter battle was soon joined.”

The Rams are one of about 
50 teams actively participating 
in the four leagues—Eastern, 
Mid-West, Western and Far West 
— of the National Wheelchair 
Basketball Association. Last sea- 
son, the Rams won the Mid- 
West League title, in competi- 
tion with teams primarily from 
Missouri, Illinois and Kansas, 
and finished third in the national 
tournament at Chanute Air Force 
Base, Rantoul, IIl. 

The Rams, who hope to open 
the 1961-62 season with a game 
against a Chicago team Nov. 25, 
also have been faced with a 
player problem in the past. lo 
fact, the team was inactive ia 
the 1958-59 season for that rea- 
son. 

We'd hate to see the Rams 
break up, but those of us who 
are left have found the pressures 
of family life, or school work or 
professional practice don’t pere 
mit us to continue an active re- 
cruiting system,’’ said Dardick, 
who is a senior planner with the 
St. Louis County Planning Com- 
mission, 

‘‘And the records of hospitals 
and institutions have proved in- 
sufficient, particularly so on their 
out-patients. 

“We're finding it difficult to 
reach the disabled person who 
might be interested in joining 
the group.”

So appealing to the popular 
fancy are the springs that sev- 
eral of the largest and most 
attractive ones—such as Big, 
Alley, Round, Bennett and 
Roaring River Springs — have 
been acquired over the years 
to serve as the principal fea- 
tures of state parks that bear 
their names, in order that the 
springs may be preserved as 
places of enjoyment for the 
people. Outdoor grills, picnic 
tables, refuse containers and 
other conveniences make fall 
outdoor living a distinct pleas- 
ure. 

Complete solitude can be 
found in the fall alongside 
some stream where the access 
rvuad is. rough and seldom 
traveled. The “thundering 
herd” has long since finished 
vacations and, as Omar would 
have it, “A jug of wine, a 
loaf of bread arid Thou beside 
me singing in the Wilderness 
—Oh, Wilderness were Para- 
dise enow!” Add a string of 
sthallmouth bass and a brace 
of young squirrels to Omar’s 
ptescription and you have a 
perfect setting for a happy 
camp. 

‘Rabbits, squirrels, and even 
bullfrogs are fair game during 
the September - October can- 
ning period. Doves are legal 
until Oct. 10, and the camp 
larder should not be amply 
filled with food. Float-fishing 
is usually at its best, and bass, 

egill and jack salmon should 
bé taken by skilled anglers in 
sufficient numbers to furnish 
all the fish needed for satisfy- 
ing meals. 

‘Many campers have a baited 
trotline near the campsite, and 
often a choice channel cat or 
a. large flathead catfish will 
reward their efforts. Throw- 
limes are more easily tended 
than trotlines and a boat is not 
needed for theircare. A stake 
ig driven in the ground at the 
water’s edge and the throwline 
is. attached to it. 

‘As the name implies, a 
Weight—usually a rock—is at- 
tached to the terminal end, the 
dozen or so hooks are baited, 
and the line is cast by the 
fisherman. The rock carries it 
t6 the bottom of the stream 
and there it is left undisturbed 
until the angler decides to re- 
bait the hooks. 

«It is easy to tell whether a 
fish has become impaled on 

any of the hooks by the jerk- 
ihg of the line in its effort to 
escape. 

. Limb lines are also produc- 
tive, especially in the fall 
months. They are usually bait- 
ed. with medium-size bluegill 
‘and suspended from a flexible 
limb that is small enough to 
bend with the surge of a heavy 
fish, but strong enough not to 
break. The iine is rigged in 
guch fashion that the bait is 
@aly a few inches under water. 
Tbe noise created by the strug- 
glixg bluegii styacts bass, 
catfish and walleyes.

| Strontium-90 content of raw milk 


supplies in the St. Louis area 
rose sharply in April, but proc- | 
essed milk samples showed no 
change, figures compiled by the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice showed today. 


The amount of the radioactive | 


isotope found in raw milk sam- 
ples tested in April stood at 20 
micromicrocuries (mmc.) per 
liter. In March it was 13 mmc. 
The average for the first quar- 
ter of 1961, however, was 13 
mmce., the same as for the first | 
three months of the year. The 
April figure was the highest 


found in nine cities where tests | 


are made. The first quarter av- 
erage found in St. Louis was 
equaled by only one other City, 
Atlanta. The average for all 
cities tested was 8 mmc. for both 
April and the first quarter. 
Processed milk samples in ‘St. 
Louis showed 8 mmc. in April 
and 7 mmc. for the first four 
months of the year. The April 


figure was identical with the av- | 


erage for 59 cities tested. All of 
the figures reported for St. Louis 
were far below maximum con- 
centration of the radioactive iso- 
type considered safe for human 
consumption.

Overland Displays Weapons 
Used by Criminals Caught There 


By FRANK LEEMING JR.

The Overland Police Depart- 
ment has a_ collection of 
weapons, which includes pistols, 


stilletos, tear gas pens and 
sawed-off shotguns used by 
criminals caught by the police 
of that community. 

The collection was started 
sometime after Oct. 14, 1949 
That was the on > that a man 
shot and killed two Overland 


policemen in adel of the Over- 
land City Hall. 

Sgt. Pelham C. Scott had ar- 
rested John L. Johnson for au- 
tomobile theft. During question- 
ing in the police station, Johnson 
seized Scott's revolver and fled 
the building. Patrolman Edward 
C. Juettemeyer, approaching the 
building, was fatally shot by 
Johnson, who then took Juette- 
meyer’s revolver and killed 
Scott, who was following. 

After Johnson’s arrest, Over- 
land police found the revolvers 
in a nearby sewage drain. “We 
put the pistols and a plaque hon- 
oring the two officers in a dis- 
play and placed it where we 
could be aware of their out- 
standing service at all times,” 
Chief of Police John M. Gestrich 
said. 

“The idea was then evolved 
to start a similar collection dis- 
playing weapons used in other 
crimes. in our -area,’’ Gestrich 
said. ‘“‘We now have more than 
50 assorted’ weapons. The col- 
lection includes several murder 
weapons, holdup guns and gen- 
eral tools of the criminal trade.”’ 

In addition to the exhibit fea- 
turing weapons collected from 
criminals in the Overland area, 
Gestrich has added his own col- 
| lection to the city’s display. 
| “T got the idea for such a col- 
lection when I was still a teen- 
ager,”’ Gestrich, who is now 3

“It certainly looks like 
the Derringer, but it is a finer 

n.”’ he said 

““The four-barrel Sharps  .32 
caliber rimfire pistol and the 
pinfire French pistol are our fa- 
vorites,”” he said. ‘‘However, we 
are very proud also of the minia- 
ture gun collection.”’ 

‘‘The miniature guns are no 
more than two inches long and 
all actually work,’’ he said. 

Pointing to several German war 
mementoes, Gestrich said. ‘“That 
dagger actually was used in cere- 
monies conducted by the Nazi 
secret police, the infamous S.S.”’ 


“We obtained many of our 
German and Japanese war me- 
mentos from veterans who 


brought them back to this coun- 
try illegally. I have often won- 
dered whether we should keep 
them in a police station,” he 
said. 

Gestrich not only is an author- 
ity on old weapons. He is one of 
the leading pistol marksmen in 
the area. He has won many 
honors for his accurate shoot- 
ing, including first place among 
law olficers in the St. Louis area, 
and has participated in national 
contests.

More than 50,000 children were 
examined by the district's staff- 
ing the annual screening of ele- 
mentary school children to de- 
termine the number that had 
some degree of communicative 
disorders. 


Aid in All Districts. 

Educational facilities have been 
established in all 27 county school 
districts by the Special District, 
which leases 95 classrooms and 
employs 171 teachers and ther- 
apists. 

The first of three schools for 
the district, the Frank Ackerman 
School, 1550 Derhake road, Flor- 
risant, was opened Monday. A 
school for south county children 
will be completed next year, and 
a third school for central coun- 
ty children will be completed in 
1963. The new schools will be 
especially constructed for .edu- 
cating handicapped children 

“Although the new buildings 
will help,’’ Morvin A. Wirtz, su- 
perintendent of the district, said, 

we will still need more space. 
We already have planned addi- 
tions to the three buildings.’’ 


In addition to the lack of space, 
Wirtz said there are a great 
many transportation problems. 
The district now has 32 busses 
operating more than 2800 miles 
each school day. While the aver- 
age district cost per pupil was 
between $20 and $40 last year, 
the cost per pupil in the Special 
District was $167. 

Support From Two Sources. 

The Special District, which had 
expenditures last year of $2,248,- 
524, receives its financial support 
principally from two sources, lo- 
cal taxes and state aid funds. 
County residents and merchants 
pay 154% cents per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation to the district. 
Last year this tax amounted to 


$2,174,096. State funds totaled 
$585,839. 
With an increased number of 


students each year, the district 
has been required to increase 
its teaching staff. Despite the 
high degree of training required 
for these posts, the salaries of- 
fered by the district are only 
slightly above the average sal- 
ary paid teachers throughout the 
State. 

“‘We gave each of our teach- 
ers a $100 raise this year,”’ Wirtz 
said. ‘But we realize that we 
are going to have to offer addi- 
tional increases in order to at- 
tract adequate personnel in the 
future. We are now studying a 
salary proposal to present to the 
district school board in the near 
future.”’ 

To the majority of the students 
served by the Special District, 
the work is just another class 
among many. But to the par- 
ents of the few who need spe- 
cialized education because of 
physical or mental disorders, the 
dedicated work of this district 
“is a dream come true,” Wirtz 
said.

the good card player from the 
mediocre one is his keen sénsi- 
tivity to danger. 

For example, here is a hand 
played in a rubber bridge game 
where declarer was careless in 
a siam contract and went down 
as a result. 


West led a spade and South 
won with the ace and started to 
draw trumps by playing a club 
to the ace. He would have made 
the contract easily enough if the 
trumps had been divided 2-1, 
which is the normal expectancy, 
but when East showed out, South 
was in trouble. 


He cashed the A-K-Q of dia- 
monds, discarding a spade and a 
heart, and then led a fourth dia- 
mond and ruffed it. However, 
West was shrewd enough not to 
overruff, and the outcome was 
that South eventually lost a heart 
and a club to go down one. 

But if South had made allow- 
ance for the possibility of a 3-0 
trump break, he would have 
made the slam. 


It was all right to tackle 
trumps immediately after the 
spade lead, but South should 
have done so by leading the king 
from his hand rather than a low 
one to the ace. If both defend- 
ers followed suit, he could then 
lead another trump to assure the 
contract. 


But when, as in the actual 
case, East shows out, South 
abandons the immediate extrac- 
tion of trumps. He keeps the 
ace of clubs in dummy for use 
as a subsequent entry. He cashes 
the A-K-Q of diamonds, as be- 
fore, and trumps the fourth dia- 
mond, 

This time, however, tt makes 
no difference whether West over- 
trumps or not. South cannot be 
prevented from entering dummy 
with a trump in time to discard 
his heart loser on the fifth dia- 
mond. The only trick he loses 
is a trump.

SO YOU’VE MOVED! Well, don't worry about the kids— 
they’li take the change in stride, and with your help they 
will probably benefit from it. 

Many people find that their business or profession requires 
them to make frequent moves. Many worry about the prob- 
lems their children face in changing schools. Sometimes this 
can be a valuable experience for them. 

Moving to a new city, living in a different house, meeting 
new people; these are all situations that require adjustment. 
The child who learns to adjust to change early im life can 
develop confidence which will prepare him for the many 
changes in his future. 


The younger child sometimes has more difficulty 
adjusting than kis older brother or sister. How well 
he does in a new situation depends largely upon his 
feelings of adequacy and belonging to the family. 
Children who are secure in their parents’ love and 
approval can face new situations without fear or dam- 
age. If the parent provides the proper support during 
the change and provides guidance until the child has 
confidence in the new situation, the problems will 
never become very great. 


Living in different places can be a distinct advantage 
for the child whose parents help him gain the most from the 
experience. Such a child develops a background for the 
study of government, geography, economics and history. He 
usually acquires more than the usual number of contacts, 
too, with applied psychology and sociology. 

Without parental help, he may have a bad time. There are 
techniques of entering new situations which can smooth the 
way, and the wise parent sees that his child knows them. 

He should NOT talk about how things were done in the 
last school. Far better to ask how they are done here. 

He should NOT try to master a new situation without 
help. Ask—it’s a good way to meet new people. The simple 
statement, “‘I'm new here. Could you please help me?” will 
usually bring out the best in others, 

He should remember that a person isn’t accepted by a 
group. Acceptance is by the individuals within the group. 

He should try to learn the mechanics of life at the new 
school. Get a handbook, meet the counselor and get details 
‘on rules. Above ail, he should find a new friend to lean on for 
details. 


To start over in a course with a different teacher 
and textbook can be a challenge rather than a prob- 
lem. A rapid review with the new materials is the best 
approach to the organization of knowledge. According 
to John Dewey, this constitutes true education. A stu- 
dent who enters a new school may find himself in an 
unfavorable position so far as examinations are con- 
cerned. Extra effort is required and it should come im- 
mediately. This early and concentrated effort pays 
dividends.

A 33-YEAR-OLD MAN recently 
asked his banker when he should 
begin to plan for his retirement. 
He said that he had been em- 
ployed steadily since he took his 
first job at the age of 19. 


“Then you began planning 14 
years ago,”’ the banker said. 
“And you have the best founda- 
tion to build on.” 

The banker was referring, of 
course, to Social Security — the 
federal system of insurance 
which came into being in 1936 
and which provides for monthly 
payments for most men reaching 
65 (with partial coverage for 
those who retire at 62), women 
reaching 62 ,and others—such as 
widows with dependent children 
—regardiess of their age. 

The amount you will receive in 
retirement is figured from your 
average earnings in covered em- 
ployment and self-employment 
up to the year you become en- 
titled to benefits—at retirement 
age or later. The more reau- 
larly you work under Social Se- 
curity and the higher your earn- 
ings, the higher your benefit 
will be. 


The meaning of “Retired.” 
You need not stop working en- 
tirely to be “‘retired’’ under the 
law. If you earn up to $1200 a 
year, you can get all your Social 
Security payments for that year. 


Family Benefits When You Re- 
tire. When you receive old-age 
benefits, payments can also be 
made to certain dependents. 
Among them: your unmarried 
children under 18: a disabled 
child 18 or older (if the disabil- 
ity began before age 18); your 
wife, if she is caring for a child 
receiving payments; your wife, 
62 or older; or your dependent 
husband over retirement age. 


What vou should know about 
Social Security now. Presum- 
ably it will be many years be- 
fore you apply for retirement 
benefits. Quite likely, the laws 
covering the payments you will 
get will have changed consider- 
ably by that time. You probably 
need not concern yourself now 
with the exact figures involved. 

It is important, however, that 
you understand how tc make 
sure that you will be eligible for 
benefits when retirement time 
comes. 

If your work is covered by the 
Social Security Act, you must 
have a Social Security account 
number. This number is used to 
keep a record of your earnings. 
You should use the same number 
all your life to avoid getting your 
account confused with one or 
more of the 179,000,000 names in

the Social Security records, some 
of which may be exactly like 
yours. 

Most people nourish the great 
hope that they will have a steady 
monthly income they can live on 
from the time they retire until 
they die. This hope can be real- 
ized in part through Social Secur- 
ity, part through savings ac- 
counts, and part through a pen- 
sion or annuity. 

Here is what you should know 
about annuities: 


A LIFE ANNUITY will pay an 
income for the remaining life- 
time of the contract owner (the 
annuitant). People buy life an- 
nuities because they want a 
steady income in old age if they 
outlive their earning period. Life 
insurance policies and annuity 
contracts often complement each 
other, because proceeds of poli- 
cies may provide an annuity in- 
come—while some types of an- 
nuities include insurance protec- 
tion, 


AN INDIVIDUAL ANNUITY 
will provide an income for your- 
self, generally (but not neces- 
sarily) in your old age. You pay 
premiums directly to the com- 
pany in one payment or in regu- 
lar installments. You can get an- 
nuity contracts that will pay you 
so many units of $10 monthly in- 
come or $100 annual income start- 
ing at a specific age. They are 
also issued in terms of income 
purchased at say age 65 by $100 
of annual premiums or $1000 of 
single premium. 


A GROUP ANNUITY (OR 
PENSION) is generally taken out 
by an employer for his employes 
under a master contract. The 
employer generally pays part of 
the cost and employes’ shares 
are deducted from their wages.

HERE’S ONE OF THOSE letters that makes a doctor 
start looking around for the second best reason, or maybe the 
third best. 

DEAR DR. MOLNER: The joints below both of my big 

toes have become enlarged 
and are getting more so. 
Otherwise my feet are nor- 
mal and have never given 
me any trouble. 

What causes these bun- 
ions? Is there any cure or 
any way I can prevent 
them from increasing in 
size? 

For the last 10 years I 
have worn pumps with 
rounded toes and a walk- 
ing heel exclusively; no 
pointed toes and _ spike 
heels for me! I’ve always 
I have always been underweight but in

You can, with good reason, call bunions “bursitis 
of the big toe.”” One way or another there is irritation 
(pressure, that is) at this point. The joint thickens 
and becomes deformed, An enlarged bursa, or fluid 
sac forms. 

The usual causes of bunions are being overweight 
(putting too much pressure on the important big toe), 
or wearing shoes that are too short, or too tight, or 
too narrow, or of a shape that doesn’t fit and thus puts 
excess pressure on that part of the foot.

Mrs, M. S. has eliminated the usual answers. She wears 
shoes in which she likes to walk, Rounded toes, walking heels. 
I shortened her letter, but she’s 115 pounds and 5 feet, 6. She 
has short-circuited all my ready answers which ordinarily 
fit such a case. 

So what else can cause bunions? Well, they don’t result 
without a cause. People who go barefoot al] their lives (not 
a bad idea if it weren’t for hard sidewalks and cold weather) 
don’t have bunions. Irritation from continued pressure is the 
cause. 


She may have a weak arch, one which may not 
have been noticeable. It is quite possible for a per- 
son with a small defect in the arch to live through 
a great many years, enjoying walking, and still have 
the faulty arch in time begin to give some trouble. 

So in a case like this, having the arch checked, 
and perhaps then having an appropriate arch support 
fitted, sounds as though it may be the likely way to 
correct the pressure which is causing the bunions to 
grow,
